A TORPEDO FOR AERIAL WAR. 


Firing of Krupp Device Does Not Die 
turb an Airship’s Stability. 


BERLIN, April 80.—Details of the new 
aerial torpedo, dn which the Krupp firm 
has taken out American patents, show 
that the weapon is primarily designed for 
carrying on the long-discussed ‘“‘ war in 
the air,” its principal feature being the 
absence of recoil, “which has been the 
chief obstacle to the ipstallation of regu- 
lar- guns or artillery on a delicately bal- 
anced aeroplane or balloon. 

The new weapon, which, like the marine 
torpedo, is self-propelling, can be fired 
from a dirigible or aeroplane against a 
hostile balloon without disturbing the sta- 
bility of the machine. Experiments with 
the torpedo, which is a development of a 
Swedish invention, have been carried on 
since November, 1909. The results have

two. portions, the explosive head and «a 
rear chamber containing a slow-burning 
powder charge, the gases from which is- 
sue through tubes at the rear and drive 
the projectile through the air. A launch- 
ing device, operated by a light powder 
charge, but, on dirigibles, energized by 
electricity, gives the torpedo its original 
momentum, the burning powder charge 
then maintaining the flight at a con- 
stantly increasing speed. The gas tubes 
are set at an angle, giving the torpedo a 
spin like that of a rifle bullet to steady its 
flight. 

The American patent taken out last 
month covers, it is thought, only the de- 
vice for exploding the tofpedo when it 
strikes the bag of the balloon or dirigible. 
The percussion device, which is necessar- 
ily far more delicate than that used in 


regular artillery, is locked to prevent pre- 
mature explosion, the lock releasing only 
when the torpedo has attained a certain 
speed of rotation.

ARREST BURNS MEN 
AS BRIBE GIVERS 


Three Detectives Accused _by 
Ohio Legislator Whom They 
Were Trying to Trap. 


HARMON BACK OF INQUIRY 


Called in Burns After Hearing That 
Lobbyists Were Buying Votes— 
Lawmakers to be Arrested. 


BURNS PROMISES STARTLING 
EXPOSURES.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 30. 

The corruption of some of the 
members of the Ohio Legislature 
became so notorious a time age 
that a’: committee of prominent citi- 
zens took it upon themselves to re- 
tain my agency to make an investi- 
gation. The'case is not yet ready 
for publication, bug I am able to say 
that we have succeeded in trapping 
the crooked members who have 
been soliciting bribes to pass or kill 
legislation. 

It promises to be one of the 
most sensational exposures of re- 
cent years because of the effective- 
ness of the means employed to get 
the evidence. Every word of the 
conversation of the crooks was. 
transmitted through a dictagraph to 
a court stenographer at the other, 
end of the line.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 80.—The arrest 


at an early hour this morning of three 
Burns detectives on warrants sworn out 
by George B. Nye, a member of the 
lower branch of the General Assembly, 
is the first development in what is ex- 
pected to prove a legislative bribery scan- 
dal. The detectives are charged with 
bribery. With their arrest it became gen- 
erally known for the first time that the 
men in custody were employed to trap 
bribe-taking or bribe-soliciting legislators. 

The detectives were released under $20,- 


000 bail, after which one ef them.snid: 

“Representative Nye was not quick or 
cleyer enough to catch us. When the 
‘whole matter has been aired in court the 
dictaphones we used in the case will show 
whether he is the innocent man he claims- 
to be.” 

The Legisiature, although - strongly 
Democratic, has opposed Gov. Harmon's 
programme in regard to legislation right 
along. The legislative chambers have 
swarmed with lobbyists representing vari- 
ous interests and there have been strong 
pints of bribery in connection with sev- 
eral bilis.. As a solution for the hold-up 
of special legislation demanded by Gov. 
Harmon, certain interests friendly to the 
PA cecanor arranged with Detective Ww. J. 
Burns to send threé’of his operatives to 
this city to investigate the charges of 
bribery. : 

The detectives have been here three 
weeks and reported on their work fre- 
quently to the prosecuting attorney of 
Franklin County. The tables were turned 
on themm when they were arrested. They 
are David F. Berry, A. G. Bailey, and F. 
8S. Harrison. 

Representative Nye expressed great sur- 
prise when he learned that the prisoners 
were Burns’s men. He says that the de- 
tectives paid him $209 to vote against the 
Whittemore Insurance bill and an addi- 
tional $200 for voting against the Green 
bill, providing a nine-hour work day for 
women. Théy asked him, he said, to use 
his influence in getting other ‘members 
of the Assembly. to vote’as he directed, 
and offered to furnish him with plenty 
of money to carry ouf the project. 

Nye asserts that immediately after re- 
ceiving the money he went to Speaker 
Vining and told the whole story. He says 
he and the Speaker’ arranged a scheme 
whereby the alleged bribers could be 
caught. Speaker Vining suggested that 
two members of the ‘House be chosen, 
one from each party, to aid in the detec- 
tion of the men who are now accused.

CROPSEY TO GO, IT’S SAID 


Whether or Not Gaynor Yields to 
the Pressure Brought to Bear on Him 
to Make Flynn Commissioner. 


George S. Dougherty, Superintendent of 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency, is to 
succeed William J. Flynn as Second Dep- 
uty Police Commissioner. _;Mr. Dough- 
erty, it was said yesterday, Will call upon 
Mayor Gaynor at the City Hall this morn- 
ing and be sworn in. ; 

Mr. Dougherty would not talk about 
his plans, but a close friend said he had 
already accepted the place and had re- 
signed from the PinkertonAgency. The 
offer came to Mr, Dougherty unsolicited, 
this friend said. 

At. the request of Mayor Gaynor, Mr. 
Dougherty called at Police Headquarters 
on Friday afternoon and had a long talk 
with Commissioner Cropsey. Mr. Crop- 
sey, it is gaid, offered Mr. Dougherty the 
place, and the latter accepted at once. 
It is Mr. Dougherty’s plan to take hold 
immediately, leaving Mr. Flynn free to go 
back to the United States Secret Service, 
which he will do unless a plan under way 
to have him made Police Commissioner 
materializes. 

It was reported yesterday that pressure 
had been brought upon Mayor Gaynor to 
have, Mr. Flynn put in Cropsey’s place. 
It has been asserted by Mr. Flynn's 
friends that the Mayor promised him this 
place, but that. something happened to 
change: the Mayor's plans; hence, the 
Deputy’s resignation. Since then friends 
of Mr. Flynn have been drging the Mayor 
to keep his original promise. The Mayor 
was firmly set against the plan, but the 
urging became so strenuous that he ts 
said to have taken the matter under con- 
sideration, and may announce Flynn's ap- 
pointment to-day. 48 

“I wilt not ettirm,or deny the.

“It ig true that I called upon Com- 
missioner Cropsey on Friday and had a 
long talk with him. That is how the 
rumor originated that I had been picked 
to succeed Mr. Flynn.

(QUIET DAY FOR PRISONERS. 


-J. McNamara Reads About Explo- 
sions—One Identification Fails. 


Special to The New Yorb Times, 

LOS ANGELES, Cal, April 30.—Very 
quiet was the first Sunday spent by the 
accused dynamiters in the county jail. A 
Los Angeles boarding-house keeper, who 
thought she could identify James B. Mc- 
Namara, called at the jail, but failed com- 
pletely when confronted by a line of un- 
known men. 

It is a regular custom at the local jail 
for several religious organizations to hold 
services for the prisoners at stated times 
each Sunday, and several invitations were 
extended to the trio, but they were all de- 
clinéd. Jdmes B. McNamara was the only 
one to leave hig cell, and that but for a 
few moments necessary for the identifica- 
tion test. His brother, John J., spent the 
entire day reading a number of magazines: 
he had had purchased outside for him. 

Interesting in that it shows the trend 
of John J. McNamara’s mind. was the list 
of magazines. With but one exception 
they. were technical and the thessengers 
had some difficulty in obtaining them. 
In one magazine was an account of a re-

“He was studious and indus- 
trious, thoroughly likable, good hearted, 
and affectionate when I knew them. Jim. 
however, was always just the reverse of 
his elder brother. He was wild, and gave 
his mother, a gentle and modest woman, 
more trouble than all the others of the 
family. Poor woman, she has had a good 
deal of trouble.”’ 

Considerable anxiety is felt by the au- 
thorities here over the possibility of 
trouble at the mass meeting scheduled for 
to-morrow night. The police are taking 
every precaution to prevent an outbreak. 


SOCIALISTS OFFER TO HELP. 


Declare Arrest of the McNamaras Is 
a Capitalist Plot. 


The full strength of the Socialist Party 
of America will be contributed toward the 
defense of John J. and J. B. McNamara, 
under arrest on the charge of murder in 
connection with the dynamiting of The 
3.08 Angeles Times building.. This was 
decided upon last night by the National 
Executive Committee of the party. A tel- 
egram was sent to President F. M. Ryan 
of the International Iron Workers’ Union 
reacing as follows: 

The National Executive Committee of the 
Socialist Party, in session, offers the entire 
power of its 4,000 organizations, and its 
press, consisting of ten dallies, over 100 
weeklies, and ten monthiies in all languages 
to be used in the defense of the McNamaras; 
and any other help within our power. 

In addition to telegrams to the Mc- 
Namséras and to Mrs. McNamara, their 
mother, a communication was addressed 
to the locals of the Socialist Party con- 
demning the arrest of the men as “ sug- 


gesting a deliberate plot,” and asserting 
that the prosecution was “ inspired by the 
National Manufacturers’ Association,’’ and 
that the whole affair was ‘‘a dastardly 
conspiracy on the part of organized cap- 
ital in this country to crush organized 
labor by crime and violence.” 

The communications calls upon the lo- 
cals to raise money for the defense of the 
accused men, and for the carrying on of 
an aggressive and extensive campaign 
for Socialism in California, particularly in 
the City of Los Angeles. The members of 
the National Committee of the Socialists 
are Congressman Victor L. Berger of Mil- 
waukee, John Spargo and Morris Hillquit 
of New York, Lena Morrow Lewis of San 
Franciseo, George H. Goeble of New 
York, J. Nathon Carnes of Chicago, and 
James F, Carey of Boston. 


DYNAMITE COWARD’S WEAPON 


The Rev. Dr. Hill Makes a Plea for 
Industrial Peace. 


An industrial peace meeting was held 
last night in the Metropolitan Temple 
under the auspices of the International 
Peace Forum. Prof. William E. Guthrie 


ofthe College of the City of New York 
spoke on “ The Need and Outlook for 
Industrial Peace.’ The pastor of the tem- 
ple, the Rev. Dr. John Wesley Hill, spoke 
on “Arbitration vs. Force.’ He said in 
art: 
Ot Reason is more powerful than revolu- 
tion. Bitterness can only result in irre- 
arable injury. Dynamite, whether hurled 
te the Anarchist, the frenzied labor lead- 
er, or the maniac, js the last argument 
of the tyrant, or the coward, or the luna- 
tic. 

“The arrests and confession of the past 
week have stricken the Nation with 
awe and wunder. We marvel that such 
red-handed violation of law as revealed 
in the destruction of life and property 
could occur in this period of the world's 
history, especially in a country where 
labor 1s enthroned as king. 

“T believe in free speech. I also dep- 
recate the inflammatory arraignments of 

ofessional agitators, men who sympa- 
hize with lawlessness, and are ready -to 
resort to deeds of violence in the name 
of labor, men whose only claim to being 
workingmen is on their ability to 
work the workingmen—jawsmiths, who 
make a revenue’ of trouble and fatten 
on adversity. Such men should be de- 
nounced by every intelligent toiler. 

“Only a man of the Taft type, calm, 
gelf-controled, and judicial, is able to 
grapple with the labor question, strip it 
of False issues, strike down the hydra- 
head of capitalistic greed upon the one 
hand, and restrain the red hand of labor 
lawlessness on the other.” 
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Ethnologist Seeks to Establish-a 
Branch of Society to Unite Them 
with Others of the Race. 


A LONG ISOLATED PEOPLE 


Ancient. Religious Forms of Judaism 
Rigidly Observed—50,000 S¢ill 
of the Faith. 


Dr. J. Faitlovitch, an ethnologist who 
has spent many years among the black 
Jews of Abyssinia and written several 
books about them, has come to this city 
for the purpose of establishing here a 
branch society to help unite the outlying 
branch of Jews with the rest of the Jew- 
ish world. Similar branches have already 
peen organized in Italy, Germany, Switz- 
erland, and elsewhere, and the project 
has met with encouraging response among 
the Falashas, or black Jews, themselves. 

This race has for centuries lived in the 
mountainous regions of Abyssinia, apart 
from all other.Jews and all outside Jew- 
ish influences. Ethnologists have been 
puzzled by the fact that the Falashas, 
although they have forgotten all use of 
the Hebrew language, have still kept 
their Jewish faith and many of the oldest 
Jewish rites and ceremonies. The sect 
was first discovered to Occidental nations 
by the traveler Bruce, and later described 
more fully in 1868 by Joseph Halevy, @ 
distinguished Semitic scholar who pene- 
trated among them and returned, bring- 
ing with him several of their manuscripts. 

Dr. Faitlovitch was one of Halevy’s 
students at the College de France, and 
became so fired with interest and enthu- 
siasm fér this “orphan colony” of Jews 
that he determined to devote his life to 
bringing them into closer relationship 
with the other Jews of the world. He 
visited them first in 1904 under the aus- 
pices of Baron Edmund de Rothschild, 
and again in 1908 in connection with the 
international seciety he had started with 
the purpose of bringing about the pro- 
posed union. 

According to Dr. Faitlovitch, there 
now about 50,000 Falashas, who still re- 
main Jews, while a still greater number, 
though. converted by Christian mission- 
aries in former days, still retain con- 
sciousness of their Jewish affinity much 
as did the Maranvs ot Spain. There was 
a great wave of conversion in the reigns 
of the predecessors of the present King 
Negus Menelik of Abyssinia, according to 
Dr. Faitlovitch, and all divergent creeds 
went under for a time, even the Moham- 
medans who were a majority of the p- 
ulation professing Christianity. These 
returned to their original religious alle- 
giance at the accession of Menelik, but 
many of the Falashas did not come back, 
a special missionary campaign having 
been carried on among them even re- 
cently. 

“I feel convinced it is solely from 
want of proper instruction in their faith 
that v4 have been forced to accept 
Christianity in recent years,"" says Dr. 
Faitlovitch in a current issue of The 
American Hebrew. ‘‘It was with them a 
counsel of despair. After M. Halevy’s 
failure to return to them they were con- 
vinced that they were the only Jews left 
in the world, and I had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in persuading them om my first 
journey that I was myself a Jew or that 
any others existed. When convinced of 
this, they showed a most devout eager- 
ness to come into touch with their long- 
lost brethren, and “since my visit, I am 
happy to say, conVersions havé entirely 
ceased, as indeed the missionaries them- 
selves complain. 

“On betn my visits I brougnt back 
young Falashas of intelligence who 
showed a desire to become acquainted 
with Hebrew and to devote themselves 
to the ‘spiritual revival of their brethren. 
One of these is now in Florence and two 
in Jerusalem, acquiring a thorough 
knowledge of Hebrew and the tenets and 
practice of the Jewish faith. They are 
filled with the consciousness of their 
mission and eagerly waiting for the day 
when they will be fitted for their task. I 
received a postcard only this week from 
the one in Florence, expressing his hopes 
that our aims may soon be realized. 
There was no danger of the postal au- 
thorities reading the card, which was 
written in Amharic, the modern form of 
Ethiopic.” 

Dr. Faitlovitch said that the Interna- 
tional Society for the Promotion of Juda- 
ism among the Falashas hopes to estab- 
lish in Eretria, the Italian colony ad- 
joining Abyssinia, a training school for 
teachers, where they may acquire a 
knowledge of Hebrew and Italian, as 
well as secular studies, such as history 
and geography, and spread both: Judaism 
and civilization among their neglected 
brethren. The plan is to establish the 
school outside of Menelik's domains, be- 
cause, although the present King is lib- 
eral, it is not considered certain that his 
successor may be, and it is considered 
safer to have the school in the territory 
of a civilized nation. 

“But beyond this," says Dr. Faitlo- 
vitch, ‘‘there is an economic reason for 
the sake of the Falashas themselves. 
They are practically the sole artisans of 
the country, and within a few years must 
form its chief. commercial class. It is 
highly desirable therefore that certain 
Select ones of them should become ac- 
quainted with modern European jnethods 
pf commerce and industry.”’ 

The Judaism of the Falashas, he sald, 
is undoubted as far as their monotheism 
and obedience to the precepts of the Bible 
are concerned. They keep the Abraham- 
itic covenant and are rigid in their observ- 
ance of the Sabbath, even looking askance 
upon Dr. Faitlovitch himself when he al- 
lowed his hegro servant to prepare a cup 
of tea for him on that day. They observe 
the Passover also, and are in fact the 
only Jews who on that occasion still sac- 
rifice the pascal lamb. They also ob- 
serve Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, 
and have preserved, alone among all the 
Jews, the sacred dance celebrated on the 
morning of that day in ancient times, as 
mentioned in the Talmud. 

Thougn they have no longer access to 
Hebrew Scriptures and are depondent for 
their knowledge of the Bible on a Teez 
version written for the “hristian. Church, 
they still keep many of the oldest Jewish 
traditions. They have a ritual method of 
slaughtering animals for food different 
from thgt empioyed by other Jews. 

It has been stipposed that the Falashas 
got into Abyssinia from Arabia, but Dr. 
Faitlovitch holds that they may have come 
through Egypt to Ethiopia, and that the 
peculfarities of their views and practices 
may be explained by affiliation with the 
Therapeutae, a sect of monks in Egypt.

TRAIN HELD UP TEN TIMES. 


Rebels Search It for Soldiers—Threat- 
én to Cut the Laredo Line. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 80.—The 
Mexico City Express, part of which ar- 
rived in San Antonio at 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, was held up by rebels ten 
times between Saltillo and Nuevo Laredo, 
according to passengers. 

At Saltillo and again at Monterey offi- 
clals of the National Railways of Mexico 
went through the train, and warned the 
passengers that- the insurrectos had 
threatened to put an end to traffic on 
the Iaredo Division, the only line now 
open io Mexico City from the United 


States. At Salinas and at El Salado in- 
surrectos boarded the train, and gave 


them to understand that the bridges at 
these places would be destroyed as soon 
as the train had passed over. 

It was near Saltillo, in Coahuila, that 
the insurrectos first held up the train. 
An armed band went through it, search- 
ing for Federal soldiers, and, finding 
none, did not molest the regular pas- 
sengers or the crew. Nine other times 
between that place and Nuevo Laredo 
the train was stopped by insurrectos. 


and the train searched for soldiers. All 
of the hol@-up bands were heavily armed, 
but in no instange were passengers mo- 
lested. 

One of the passengers who arrived here 
was G. G. Garcia, who said he was a 
member of the brokerage firm of Garcia & 
Son, at 17 Wall Street, New York City. 
He was on the train which was attacked 
in the State of Morelos, south’ of the 
Mexican Feteral district Wednesday, de- 
tails of which have been given in Stephen 
Bonsal's dispatches to THe New York 
Times. Mr. Garcia said he was pound 
for Cuernavaca, in Morelos, a town just 
outside the Federal district boundary. 

“The train was made up of four cars,” 
said Mr.. Garcia, ‘‘and among the pas- 
sengers weré about twenty Americans, 
half of them women, and also thirty 
Federal soldiers under command of an 
éighteen-year-old Lieutenant. The pas- 
sengers feared that something would hap- 
pen if the soldiers remained on board, and 
petitioned the boy officer to take them 
off, but he refused, 

“We were about an hour and a half 
out of Mexico City, when our fears were 
realized. The attacking insurrectos num- 
bered about 150, and when they saw the 
Federal soldiers they began firing. We 
passengers lay down on the floors of the 
cars, and I placed a suitcase between 
me and the wall of the coach as an addi- 
tional protection. The women became 
hysterical, and the men were anything 
but comfortable, I assure you. 

“For an hour the fight lasted. Once 
I looked up just in time to see a Federal 
soldier receive a bullet in the head. 
He was right over me, and fell dead 
across my body. Another Mexican, & 
civil engineer, péeped out of a window, 
and got a bullet through his head. When 
the fight was over both sides left. behind 
them many dead and wounded, Twelve 
of the Federals were dead, and the boy 
Lieutenant was shot twice, once in the 
arm and again in the leg. The rest of 
the Federals surrendered. 

“After the surrender the insurrecto 
chief came ‘through the train, and asked 
if any Americans had been hurt. When 
told that none had, he said he was glad, 
and after appropriating .$500 that be- 
longed to the Government, he and his men 
disappeared with their prisoners.” 

Mr. Garcia said that volunteers were 
being raised all over Central Mexico, and 
that the circulars calling for enlistments 
stated that (he men were wanted to repel 
possible foreign invasion, A great many 
Mexicans, he added, still believed that in- 
tervention wouid come before order was 
restored in that country.

He Will Insist That the Diaz Envoy 
- Show Full Power to Bind the 
Government.

MEXICO CITY, April 80, — Petitions 
frem several rebel leaders have been re- 
ceived in the last few. days by the Gov- 
érnment requesting peace on certain spec- 
ified terms, which differ with the local 
conditions. They have given renewed 
strength to the rapidly vanishing hope of 
early peace. 

That peace terms with Gen, Madero 
alone will not stffice is recognized. That 
may be the reason for the unexpected dr- 
der which stopped Judge Carbajal, the 
Federal Commissioner appointed to con- 
fer with Gen. Madero, at Saltifle. Judge 
Carbajal, according to an official .state- 
ment, is awaiting a possible change in the 
Place for the peace parléy. 

Word from the rebel leaders in the 
States of Puebla, Morelos, and Guerrero 
indicates that, even if Dr. Vasquez Gomez 
is made Minister of the Interior and Gen. 
Madero is made Provisional President, 
these facts will have no influence on them 
unless certain reforms covering their lo- 
eal conditions are covered. Théy are will- 
ing to lay down their arms when the per 
capita taxes are abolished, when the gen- 
eral Congressional laws are revised, with 
popular representation; when the authori- 
ties are named by unrestricted popular 
vote, and when opportunities are offered 
to purchase farming lands and absolute 
guarantees are offered of titles of own- 
ership. 

As the Federal Government js in a post- 
tion to offer all these things and to put 
many of the reforms mentioned into im- 
mediate execution, it ig possible that the 
next week or two will ses the Govern- 
ment in negotiation with the local lead- 
ers, all over Mexico. i < 

The commerce of Mexico ts in the hands 
of -foreign merchants, and increasing 
American commercial activities here have 
been regarded jealously for many years, 
by the French and Germans especially. 
Consequently any reference to American 
occupation of Mexico has heretofore met 
with decided resentment. 

The events of the last few months, how- 
ever, are changing this spirit, and now 
it is the general opinion that American 
intervention must come, It may be avoid- 
ed for yeare, but they believe it will be 
forced eventually. After only five. months 
of fighting they feel that Mexico is now 
in no position to protect their interests 
if called upon to do so. Even in Mexico 
City it is questionable whether the lives 
of foreigners could be protected from mob 
violence if some great crisis should arise. 

Whether resident Americans would be 
safe in the case of American interven- 
tion is a disputed question. It is certain 
that the Government would try to pro-

SEARCH ‘FOR NEW CLUES 


Authorities ‘Hear That She Was Seen: 
with a Tall Woman Shortly Be- 
fore She Was Killed. -_

LAKEWOOD, N. J., April 80.—After 
being closeted for three hours with Henry 
Graham, the negro who is held in an 
isolated cell ih the Tom River Jail as 
a material witness to the murder of Mrs.’ 
Caroline P. Turner, whose body was found 
in a clump of woods near her home last 
Friday, Prosecutor Theodore J. R. Brown 
announced to-day that he had. failed to 
connect the negro with the murder. Wi 
the Prosecutor was Ray Schindler, the 
Burns detective, who obtained the con- 
fession a short time ago of Frank Helde- 
mann, now under sentence of death for 
the murder of little Marie Smith at As- 
bury Park last October. 

Schindler shared with Prosecutor Brown 
the eonviction expressed by the latter that 
their case against the negro seems much 
less certain to-day than when he was 
overhauled after a seventy-five-mile chase 
through the Freehold forests, 

New clues were taken up this afternoon, 
and detectives sent out in a search for 
new evidence. One squad which searched 
the home of Graham thoroughly reported

DOUBTS LIFE ON MARS. 


But Prof. Arrhenius Thinks Venus 
May Have a Low Form of Life.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 30.—Prof. 
Svante August” Arrhenius, the Swedish 
astronomer, who-is now. lecturing at Har- 
vard, does not believe( like Prof. Percival 
Lowell, that the planet Mars is inhabited, 
although he admits that life not human 
may exist on Venus., Hé differs, too, 
from Prof, William H. Pickering 3f Har- 
vard as to the origin of the moon. Prof. 
Arrhenius says: 

“The conditions on other planets than 
the earth' are such that it does not seem 

ssible to me that life can exist on 

em. fo-day, if we except only Venus, 
which is younger than the earth. This 
exception does not boy mye intelligent life 
on Venus. If any life is to be found there

CITY. IN- DESPERATE PLIGHT 


Many of the 30,000 Troops There May 
Join. Rebels, Who Gain Strength— 
Untried Suspects Beheaded. 


HONGKONG, April 80.—All advices 


Teaching here from Canton indicate a des- | 


perate condition of affairs in that city. 
There are 30,000 soldiers within the walls, 
and there is Sreat fear that many of 
these would’ prove disloyal if it appeared 
that the revolutionists were oaptees to gain 
the upper hand. 

The revolutionists are strong in numbers 
and have carried on their work of de- 
struction with fanatical bravery. They 
made an attack upon the: provincial ar- 
senal, but were repulsed by the troops 
under loyal officers. Many of: the revolu- 
tionists were killed, while some of them 
fled to an unoccupied rice store and built 
&@ barricade with hundreds of bags of 
rice. The troops found great difficulty in 
assaulting the barricade, owing to bombs, 
which the rebels threw with great ac- 
curacy. 

Finally the store was set on fire, while 
the troops remained at some ‘distance to 
Pick off those who might seek to escape 
— flames. Thirty or more of the rebels 

ere burned to death, while others com- 


satited suicide with their revolvers rather 
than be taken, 


“ There has been a gathering at Canton 


lately of those opposed to the Manchu 
dynasty. A few days ago several hundred 
arrived. from Hongkong. 
overturn the ‘Government was betrayed, 
and the leaders:of the movement urged 
the Viceroy’s bodyguard to join forces and 
kill the Manchus. This: the bodyguard 
refused to do, with the result that when 
the attack was made upon the official 
residence of the Viceroy a few days ago, 
the revolutionists were routed. 
There are certain bodies of troops which 
may: be depended upon not to abandon 
the rulers to ee thelr fate, and all attempts 
by the rebels to induce them to egg 
ut 
the rebels, working bee ag in a well-de- 
vised plan, have succeeded in doing much 
damage to property, in addition to killing 
some of the officials. The family of the 
Viceroy is now living on a gunboat. 

Wu Sum, a Chinese, who was educated 
in Japan and wears European clothes, is

At the present time the Sherman anti- 


‘trust law end the inter-State commerce | 


law-afford some striking contrasts in 
their operation. In one sense both are 
failures, and on a longer view it may 
appear that both are successes. Nobody 
will contend that the anti-trust Jaw has 
stopped the formation of trusts, and 
nobody can contend that the inter-State 
law hes had ity desired effect on the 
reduction of railway rates. The phe- 
nomenon of the moment is the check 
to the reduction of railway rates and 
the reduction of all the trust 
rates, or prices. The effort to reduce 
railway rates by law has only solidified 
the schedules. There are those who 
suspect that the frozen rates are yield- 
ing higher incomes than competitive 
Fates, despite the best efforts of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
which seems rather. partisan than ju- 
dicial In its action, getting results dif- 
ferent from its intentions. On the other 
hand, the administration of the anti- 
trust law by the courts and the Execu- 
tive is under suspicion of failure for all 
its ferocity, and yet economic causes 
have produced that cheapening of com- 
modities which was the object of the 
anti-trust statute, even at the very 
apex of the prosperity of the trusts, and 
concurrently with. the failure of the 
. attempt to reduce railway rates by law. 
It will not be necessary to demon-. 
~ gtfate the Stability of ‘railway rates. 
The Inter-State Commerce-Commission 
“has Gone its best, but more than once 
‘has run away from the effect of its own 
erders to suit one set of complainants 
only to collide with the protests of an- 
other set with équally excellent claims 
to attention. Where the donflict of 
interests has been irreconcilable tho 
Commission has succeeded no better 
than the railways in pleasing both par- 
tiles, although its impartiality has been 
risked ig not wrecked tn the effort. The 
Inter-State Commerce Court was creat- 
ed to remedy the failures of the Com- 
sion, just as equity was invented to 
yt the failures of the common law. 
The results‘remain to be seen. The 
fact of the moment is that the disap- 
pointment of the producers who are

ford to buy at the present price level. 


THE SPIRIT OF 1 
The cessation of hostilities in Morelos 
and Guerrero, neighboring Gtates to 
the Federal district, is another augury 
of permanent peace in Mexico, as far as 
it goes, though tite little battle yes- 


‘terday at Ofinaga in Chihuahua was 


sufficiently warlike. The demand of 
the revolutionists in the southern States 
for a‘free election of Governors. and 
municipal officers has already been qhet 
in the bill now before Congress. In- 
deed, new elections have been ordered 
in the States of Guanajuato and Ja- 
lisco. Pacification of the discordant 
element in Puebla, where any outbreak 
is particularly dangerous to the peace 
of the whole country, ought not to be 
difficult. Puebla is the historic ‘eeat 
of the Church Party in Mexico, and 
thus far the Church has shown no in- 
clination to hamper the Government in 
its attempt to solve its bewildering 
political problem. . 

A general feeling of unrest, however, 
still prevails, while in the Councils of 
State emotionalism seems to dominate 
reason. What sense is there in an 
amendment to the Constitution pro- 
hibiting the succession to the Presi- 
dency of any relative of the incumbent 
to the. fourth degree? That is a meas- 
ure of as questionable expediency as the 
proposed retirement of Congressmen 
after one year of service and Judges 
after six yeats. No wonder the dis- 
tinguished Mexican merchant, inter- 
viewed by the special correspondent of 
Tu» ‘Times on Saturday, is dismayed 
by the prospect, and imagines “ con- 
cealed Anarchists” behind Mapgro. 
Mexico’s greatest danger at present is 
not in the guns of the insurrectionists, 
but in the follies of destructive states- 
manship with which she is threatened. 

The spirit of 1824 1s abroad in the 
land, and we all know what followed 
the extravagant and unworkable rad- 
ical legislation of that epoch. With 
Diaz off the scene, another SANTA ANNA 
may soon appear: But there is still a 
chance that wiser heads rhay control 
Congress, and the anti-re-election bill 
be shorn of its juvenile defects. No 
modern Government can long survive 
without.the help of trained legislators 
and experienced Judges.

THE TARIFF OUT OF POLITICS. 

There are signs of a striking tendency, 
to take the tariff out of politics by a 
tacit agreement between men of light 
and leading in both the chief parties 
to treat it on its merits and without ref- 
erence to party commitments. Of course 
the most important and impressive of 
these signs is the progress of the plan 
for reciprocity with Canada. “Another 
sign is the steady advance of thé idea 
of a TariffCommission to getat the facts 
before acting definitively7on the tar- 
iff, an idea that has been earnestly em- 
braced by men of both parties, especial- 
ly by business men of the very classes 
that in the past have been most etub- 
born for straight protection. Byt the 
most significant fact is the progressive 
disintegration that has gone on within 
the Republican Party on the subject of 
the tariff during the last three years. 

First there was the newly awakened 
feeling that compelled the party, to 
promise revision in 1908, Then there 
was the storm of indignation that fol- 
lowed the betrayal of that promise in 
the extra session of 1909.

The threat of géneral disturbance of 
business, the time-honored and grevi- 
ously powerful weapon of the protec- 
tionists, gets no response. Business meri 
smile, when they are called upon to 
“view with alarm” the movement that 
goes on in Congress. Especially to be 
noted ig the striking change that has 
taken place in the attitude ‘ef the pub- 
No toward the President. The feeling 
of thdifference and 4{gcouragement 
which undoyvbtedly prevailed as late as 
last Fall hes given wey to keen atten- 
tion and interest, te confidence and ad- 
miration. The ringing cheers he received 
the other night from the thousand news- 
paper men from all over the land were 
representative of the National senti- 
ment, The people take him to be doing 
iy a ‘manty, sensible, and fashion 
what he believes, and they believe, to 
be the best for the country. When we 
reflect that what he is doing is to treat 
the tariff no longer as & partisan mat- 
ter, but with sole reference to the inter- 
ests of the whole country, we can real- 
ine that the tariff is indeed being taken 
out of politics. 


*‘ THE FRENCH IN MOROCCO.’ 

The note the French Government has 
sent tothe signatories of the agreement 
as to Morocoo made at Algeciras five 
years ago really reopens the questions 
that were at that time only partially 
settled. There is nothing in the agree- 
ment then entered into that authorizes 
France to use force outside the seven 
ports open to commerce. Even within 
the so-called police sones pecognized in 
the agreement there was provision only 
for a relatively small contingent of Mo- 
rocco police, officered by Frenchmen 
and Spaniards and under the general 
command of a Swiss Superintendent. 
The troubles in Morocco long since got 
beyond the control of such a body, and 
France has felt obliged, even before the 
most recent outbreak, to use a consid- 
erable army there. , 

The circumstances that made this 
needful were, it is undefstood, pretty 
well thrashed out in 1909 with the sig- 
natories of the Algeciras agreement, 
and especially with Germany, from 
whom alone any difficulty was prob- 
able. Still, the situation is obviously 
a complex one, and ft is impossible to 
predict its outcome. France is sending 
out troops to replace those used from 
the coast garrisons to the avowed num- 
ber of some 10,000, but it {8 reported 
that French troops are also advancing 
from the East to meet those from the 
West and Southwest. Undoubtedly that 
is the only way in which the movement 
of the hostile tribesmen, which is 
spreading, can be met. But it is alsd 
practically an occupation of the ferri- 
tory of Morocco, Its first object will 
be to rescue the few foreigners in Fez, 
but whén that is done the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco will be helplessly dependent on 
French arms for his safety and his life, 
France will have made Morocco in real- 
ity, if not in form, a protectorate. Her 
subsequent course will have to be deter. 
mined by the European Powers. Mo. 
rocco will cease to be an African ques. 
tion and will again become a European 
question, with many possibilities of 
complication. 


HASTENING JUSTICE. 

It is to be hoped that the Legislature 
at its present session will take action, 
and wise action, on the reform of legal 
proceduré, as to which specific and ex- 
cellent measures have been proposed. 
It is quite needless at this time to go 
into the proof that the settlement of 
just claims is delayed, made costly and 
made uncertain under the present code 
of procedure. That has been Shown 
over and again, especially in the 
proceedings of the State Bar Associa- 
tien, which. is obviously the highest 
authority existing on the subject. . Now 
uncertainty, delay, and cost are prac- 
tically fetters for the relatively poor 
sultors. It ip gn unspeakable shame 
that they should be forged and imposed 
by the law itself. The State Bar As- 
sociation hag a committee, of which 
Judge A. J. Ropmnzncx of the State 
Court of Claims is Chairman, charged 
with presenting to the Legislature a 
practical remedy for existing evils. In 
@ paper by the Judge certain rules are 
suggested on which this remedy can 
be based.. They gre constructive tn their 
aim, and, so far ase layman can Gecide, 
extremely sensible! ~ Associated. with 
Judge RopENBECK are Messrs. JOHN G. 
Miutsurn, Wiittam B. Hornsiowne, 
\ADELBERT Moor, afid Cuaruus A, Cor- 
Lin—a etrong committee whose judg- 
ment should carry great weight.

LAWN TENNIS AMATEUR. 


English Commilttee Drafts Definition 
Which Is Very Strict. 


The sub-committee of the English Lawn 
Tenais Association: appointed to draft a 
new amateur definition has handed ,in its 
report, which is to be acted on next Win- 
ter. It is a peculiar piece of composition, 
and if one were to believe it every player 
in England at the present moment is fhore 
or less. of a professional. Should {t- pass 
the council matters will be pretty strict. 
The new definition is as follows: 

An amateur lawn tennis player. is°a player

PREVENTORIUM | NEEDS. 


$23,000 Wanted to ¢ Complete 
Buildings for 158 Children. 


“A Friend,’ through Mrs. J. Borden 
Harriman, has just sent a check for 


$50,000 to Marcus M. Marks, Presidert of 
the Tuberculosis Preventcrium at Farm- 
ingdale, N. J# to be used for additions 
to the buildings. The new buildings will 
increase the capacity of the institution to 
158 beds. The total cost of equipment and 
furnishing will be $125,000, and only $23,- 
000 must still be collected to complete 
the buildirgs 

Any one may endow a bed in perpetuity 
by paying $5,000, while $2,500 will endow 
a bed for life. 

The preventorium aims to prevent 
tuberculosis by taking children from in- 
fected homes to the fresh-air home at 
Farmingdale, N. J., in the pine belt, 
seven miles north of Lakewood. The new 
buildings will have a southern’ exposure 
and protection from the north winds by 
hills and woods. 

By open-air life, pure food, and careful 
supervision ~the children will here be 
built up, so that they may resist the de- 
velopment of tuberculosis. The children 
sleep and are instructed in the open alr, 
going indcors only for meals. : 

Application for admission should be 
made through a tuberculosis clinic, or at 
the Admission Bureau, 426 First Avenue. 
The preventorium pays railroad fare and 
all other expenses. Since the preventorium 
moved from Lakewood it has been able to 
save 250 children.

Belmont was building his new home here 
and made some inquiries.as to borrowing 

150,000. The money was not forthcom- 
ng at the time, however. 

According .to Mr. mbert it was not 
until some time later when Mr. Belmont 
had sailed for Europe that anything 
more was heard on the subject. By that 
time, Mr. Lambert says, Mr. Belmont had 
arranged.to do without the ‘loan and the 
matter stopped there.

“Bvidence of: ‘the censhastytioiy firmness 
of the. present position of the stock 
market was supplied toward the close 
of last week in the advance which oe 
curred’ on @ small: volume of trading.

Investment pur- 
chases of stodks figured to some ¢x- 
tent in the week’s betterment, though 
it cannot be said that this class of buy- 
ing was of sufficient proportions to re- 
Neve the market as a whole of the pre- 
dominance of purely professional trad- 
ing operations. In this sort of a market 
the shifting of position by traders 
really rules the day-to-day fluctuations, 
and a short interest need not be of very 
large dimensions to establish a basis 
for-an upward movement such as 
marked the trading at the close of the 
week, At the same time repeated re- 
coveries in prices such as have recently 
been witnessed and the failute of de- 
clines to carr} far despite the bearish 
pressure put upon the market are not 
without significancefeven in a period, 
like the present, when the participa- 
tion of investors and of the public at 
large in-the operations on the Stock 
Exchange, ere fear the minimum.

EARLY PANAMA BOND ISSUE. 


National City Bank Points Out Fao-| ond 


tors In the Situation. 


The issue of Panama bonds on which 
printing was ordered begun some weeks 
ego is likely to be announced during the 
current month or shortly after, according 
to the Natianal‘City Bank's circular, is- 
sued to-day, which is usually well in- 
formed on such matters. The circular 
points out that while the bonds are en- 
graved with the date June 1, 1911, they 
may be sold subsequently with interdst 
} from that date, charged ‘to the purchaser, 
but a number of considerations are ad- 
vanced indicating an early issue of the 
bonds, The circular says: 

The Treasury has done remarkably well 
to have avoided an issue for more than a 
year; but it can plainly be foreseen now 
that both the administrative programme as 
to reciprocity with Canada and.the Demo- 
cratic plans for reducing thetariff on cer- 
tain schedules will result in decreased rev- 
enues.. No authentic figures have as yet 
been made regarding the extent of the 
reduction should the reciprocity measure 
become’a law, but it is believed that the 
customs receipts will show a decline yor | 
about $5,000,000 annually should the meas- 
ure pass, The greater loss to the revenues 
may come from a reduction of duties lev- 
ied by the schedules which the party in 
power in the House of Representatives

In answer to the suit, Mr. Carpenter 
says that he Was induced to buy 100 
shares of Carnegie Trust stock at $165 a 
share under misrepresentations. He says 
that In 1999 Cummins, whom he had 
known in Nashville, Tenn., assured_him 
that an investment in Carnegie Trust 
stock would be wise; as it could be had 
for $165 a share and doubtless would be 
worth $500 a share in a short time. 

Mr. Carpenter says Cummins took him 
to the trust company, assured him that 
Andrew Carnegie was financially inter- 
ested in the institution, and that in the 
big vaults in the basement were stored 
the batches of stock and other securities 
owned by the avealthy ironmaster. Mr. 
Carpenter purchased the 100 shares of 
stock, he says, and made a cash payment 

of $1.500. He gave his note for the re- 
mainder. 

Mr. Cummins took this note and dis- 
counted it in the Carnegige Trust Com- 
pany. He did not turn over the stock to 
Mr. Carpenter, however, but deposited the 
stock in escrow in the Carnegie Trust, 
with the understanding that when the 
note was paid the stock would be handed 
over. The State banking laws prevented 
the Carnegie Trust from accepting its 
own stock as collateral for a loan, and 
that is why, says Mr. Carpenter, his note 
was used.
